Upon further review, it is believed that the two above- 
identified references are instead both referring to "Over- 
the-Air Service Provisioning of Mobile Stations in Spread 
Spectrum System", 3 rd Generation Partnership Project 2, 
3GPP2, Document C.S0016-0, December 1999, pages 1-118. As 
such, this document is included in the attached Form PTO- 
1449, and is believed to correspond to the two above-noted 
references that were originally identified in the 
specification .
